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General and General Governor of Ireland, 
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1* the miſt of prejuttee winnen hath ſo long unluckily 
= obſcured the eyes of our vicine and ſiſter kingdom, ſhall 
at length be ſo removed, as not to longer oppoſe our hav- 
ing a freedom of trade, (which would, as could be proved 
from a number of reafons, tend ultimately, as much. to 
their emolument as ours, if not abundantly more) this 
Collection may be of not little information and uſe, as in 
it, as well every benefit and advantage which have been 
granted to, or reſtrictions which have been laid upon, the 
trade and commerce of this 'kingdom, may, from the man- 
ner in which they are.digeſted therein, be moſt eaſily re- 
ſorted to. 'Y 2 8 I 
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where the whole thereof relate to the Revenue 

of Ireland, or the ſeveral clauſes therein re- 

| lating thereto, where the whole does not, are at preſent 
v ſo numerous, contradictory ſeveral of them to each 
other, and of coarſe perplexed, and withal ſo voluminous, 
being intermixed with all other acts which are at preſent 

ſubſiſting, that but few are able to purchaſe them; it is 

therefore much to be wiſhed, that they were to be fo di- 

geſted, that every head might he entirely before the reader 

at a view, and one conſiſtent code made of the whole, to be 

in the hands of the ſeveral collectors of his Majeſty's Reve- 

nues, and kept in their offices, for the ſeveral officers to 

refort to, as occaſion might require; as otherwiſe, it is im- 
poſſible for them well to underſtand their duty; but until 
| this much to be wiſhed for work ſhall be effected (in the 
execution of which, ſome ſkilful gentleman of the bar 
ſhould be employed and well paid, as it might be many 
thouſands in the year advantage to the Revenue, not 
only in gaining but ſaving) this Abſtract and Common- 
Place or Digeſt thereof, may be of ſingular uſe and advan- 
tage to them, not only as an Index to thoſe Statutes, but 
to refreſh their memories in the duty of their reſpective 
offices; as it may likewiſe be to the profeſſors of the law, 
as alſo to ſuch traders here, who with to be informed in 
this way (of which in England there are numbers) in their 
reſpective capacities: And in order to make it the more 
uſeful, as the Engliſh Statutes are but in the hands of a 
very few, I have been therefore more full in my _— 

b 0 
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of the clauſes therein relating to the Revenue of this kings 
dom, as alſo of thoſe Statutes which are not in Fleming's 
Collection, or other quarto editions thereof, and wherein 
ſpecial directions are given to officers in the execution of 
their duty. 

Wherefore, when it 1s conſidered with what labour and 
difficulty the ſubſtance of ſo many of the Statute - Laws 
have been reduced to this methodical form, as alſo the vaſt 
burthen of buſineſs I have on my hands as Solicitor for 
the Revenue of both Cuſtoms and Exciſe, as much per- 
haps as any man in his Majeſty's dominions, ſo that I can 
hardly attend to any thing elſe ; and that I undertook this 
work for my private uſe and benefit only, and not with any 
deſign of publiſhing it; it is to be hoped, the reader will 
excuſe any little omiſſions that may occur to him therein. 
The greateſt part of it has been copied twice, ſome of it 
oftner, and ſeveral leaves reprinted. 

In order then, to make the work the more eaſily and 
better underſtood, it may not be amiſs, but abſolutely ne- 
ceſſary in this place, to obſerve ſomething of the method 
in which I have proceeded. 

The Engliſh and Britiſh Statutes (which latter 3 is the de- 
nomination ſince the Union of England and Scotland) have 
this diſtinction, Exgliſb, or Britiſb (as the caſe is) annexed 
to them in the margin; the Jriſb Statutes have none. 

The penalties and forfeitures on all Statutes, to whom 
the ſame go, whether to the King, party, proſecutor, in- 
former, or other uſes, and how the ſame are recoverable, 


by what action, in what court, and in what time to be 


commenced, as alſo, where the general iſſue may be 
pleaded, and by whom, are diſtinctly and fully ſet forth 
under the proper titles. 

And likewiſe, as ſeveral uſeful and valuable laws lie 
covered under ſeveral chapters in the Statute-Books, which 
are independent of, and bear no ſort of relation to the 
title of ſuch chapter, by means whereof the finding of 


* is rendered very difficult, for the diſcovery thereof, it 


is 
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is hoped, that the words and terms alphabetically placed in 
this work, cannot fail of being a ready guide. 

So, in order to prevent miſtakes where any the leaſt al- 
teration is made in any former Statute by any ſubſequent 
one, the ſame is taken notice of, and referred to through- 
out the whole. 

And as the ſeveral Statutes for the additional duties in 
every ſeſſion, which are uſually called the Supply or Money 
bill, Loan bill, and Stamp Act, are but temporary, to wit, 
for two years from the twenty-fifth of December in every 
ſeſſion incluſive, it is ſo mentioned. 

Alſo the Statutes for the better regulating the collection 
of his Majeſty's Revenue, and preventiug frauds therein, 
uſually called the Revenue Bill, are but temporary, to wit, 
for two years, commencing generally from the twenty- 
fourth of June in the fame year, and to the end of the 
ſucceeding ſeſſions, but they are in every ſubſequent ſeſſion 
continued, ſave ſuch parts thereof as are either altered or 
repealed ; and as it would have too much ſwelled the ſize 
of this work, had I noticed (as I firſt intended) the dura- 
tion and continuation of every ſuch act, I have there- 


fore marked theſe acts in the margin with an aſteriſł thus 


and for alterations, additions, amendments, or repeal of 
clauſes, have referred to the ſubſequent laws. 

I have referred to Fleming's Engliſb, Britiſh, and Iriſh 
Statutes relating to the Revenue of Ireldnd, where they are 
inſerted therein ; and where not, to the late Quarto Editions 
of the ſaid Iriſh Statutes, as theſe two collections are ſeve- 
ral of them in every port and diſtrict in the kingdom, 
whereas the two Folio Editions, viz. the Black Letter and 
Mr. Veſey's, are not three of either perhaps in a county. 
They who have the Statutes at large, may from this Common- 
Place moſt readily reſort to them, but here it is to be ob- 
ſerved, that in the firſt printed Quaxto Edition of the Re- 
venue Acts, to which I happened to refer, before I met 


with the ſecond Edition, the ſecond, third, ſixth, and. 


eighth Geo. 3. are called thus, firſt and ſecond, third and 


b 2 fourth, 
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fourth, fifth and ſixth, and ſeventh and eighth; and in 3 
few inſtances they are ſo mentioned in this work, which 
is thus noticed, that the reader may not be at loſs; and 
ſo far alſo there is a difference between the Black Letter 
and Mr. Veſey's publication. And where the edition of 
the Statute is not mentioned, it is to be underſtood, that 
the reference is to the Statutes at large, Mr. Veſey's edition. 
ſo far as they have been publiſned; afterwards to the 
Black Letter Acts, and to the Britiſh and Engliſh Acts at 
large, for them. 

I did mean to have annexed hereto the ſeveral books or 
liſts of rates, according to the ſeveral Statutes by which 
they are induced, but this muſt have cauſed another 
volume; wherefore as they are in Fleming, and are alſo 


"moſt accurately collected by that very knowing Revenue- 


Officer Mr. Richard Eaton, in his publication thereof, and 
as I might, from being but very little converſant therein, 
abundantly have erred, I therefore have preferred referring 
to thoſe two collections thereof. 

Although by the Britiſh ſtat. 5 Geo. 3. c. 26. the pur- 
chaſe of the Je of Man, with all the iſlands, lordſhips, 
&c. thereunto belonging, from the duke of Athol, is con- 


farmed, and the ſaid ifland, &c. veſted in the Crown un- 


alienably, yet, as none of the preceding ſtatutes, Britiſh or 
Iriſh, reſpecting the intercourſe and clandeſtine and illicit 
tranſactions in trade which had been carried on for many 
years before between this kingdom and the ſaid Iflaud, ap- 
peared to have been repealed, and may ſtil} in moſt re- 
ſpects at times, though not ſo frequently, be as neceſſary 
as they were before this act, therefore, as well all thoſe, as 
the ſubſequent ones, are incerted herein, to be uſed as oc- 
caſion may require. 

The inſtructions in the Appendix for the proceedings on 


trials on the revenue laws before the commiſſioners and ſub- 
commiſſioners of Exciſe, for the recovery of forfeitures, 
fines and penalties, with the ſeveral precedents of informa- 


tions and other matters neceſſary thereon, may with the 
eaſy 
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eaſy reſort which from this digeſt may be had thereto, if 
attended to, be the means of preventing many of thoſe very 
expenſive appeals, which from the diſtant juriſdictions are 
too frequent. | 

I have in my Treatiſe of the Exchequer and Revenue 
of Ireland, Vol. I. page 286. mentioned; fully as I could, 
the many miſchiefs and loſſes which ariſe to the revenue of 
Ireland, the fair trader, and the public, from the often too 

eat zeal of revenue officers in the execution of their 
duty, eſpecially in the purſuit of forfeitures ; and the nu- 
merous actions brought againſt them in caſes of acquittal 
of ſeizures, even where the cauſe was probable; which are 
encreaſing every day, from the encouragement given them 
by juries, by the moſt improper verdicts they have of late 
too often found, little conſidering, on the one hand, the 
fatal conſequences that muſt attend the practice of diſre- 
garding an oath, and that it will not reſt there, or be con- 
fined to revenue caſes only, but may, nay certainly will, 
extend to every other in ſociety, the encouragement of 
ſmugglers, and the injury done thereby to the fair trader: 
then, on the other hand, the heavy expence and loſs to the 
revenue, which mult be felt by every individual, in the en- 
creaſe and multiplication of taxes, as the exigencies of go- 
vernment mult be ſupplied. There is a rule in Algebra 
that poſitive and negative quantities deſtroy each other in 
the oppoſite ſide of an equation ;” and ſo it muſt be with 
the revenue, in a very ſhort time, if by the means I have 
mentioned, the expences of collecting and defending it en- 
creaſe in the ſame proportion which they have done (as is 
well known) for ſome time paſt. 

Wherefore, ſome expedient is loudly. called for, to put a 
ſpeedy ſtop to theſe miſchiefs. It would not a little grieve 
me, as it muſt every one who withes well to his country, 
and the preſervation of its conſtitution, if theſe proceedings 
were to introduce a remedy in every caſe, as in the Exciſe 
laws, of truſting as little as poſſible to trials by juries. For 
ſeveral years, to wit, from the year 1669 to the year 1714, 

and 
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and eſpecially from the year 1700 to that period, the court 
of Exchequer granted attachments for oppoſing revenue 
officers, or aſſaulting them in the execution of their duty, 
reſcuing diſtreſſes and ſeizures, and other tranſgreſſions 
againſt the laws of Exciſe, even where no proceſs of the 
court had iſſued, of which ſome were abſolute in the firſt 
inſtance, and others unleſs cauſe, and on debate. 

As to the point of juriſdiction in this reſpect in the court, 
in Lord Chief Baron Parker's Reports, p. 82, Hilary, 20 
Geo. 2. the caſe of the commiſſioners of the land-tax for the 
city and liberties of Weſtminſter, &c. it was inſiſted, that 
the court of Exchequer, from the nature and conſtitution 
of it, had a general ſuperintendency over all commiſſioners 
and officers concerned in raiſing or collecting the revenue, 
and were to enforce a due execution. of the revenue laws, 
and that they were only reſtrained in the preſent caſe by 
the clauſe in the ſtatute which had been read upon the 
motion therein, from interpoſing in ſuch matters wherein 
the commiſſioners had the final juriſdiction, but not where 
they exceeded their juriſdiction, or neglected their duty. 

And then, it is certain, that attachments are at this day 
frequently granted againſt reſcuers of diſtreſſes taken for 
quit, &c. rents; as alſo for oppoſing officers thereon ; but 
in this caſe, beſides an act of parliament for it, (as is alſo 
for the duty of Exciſe) there is a charge upon record in the 
Exchequer ; and yet the perſons employed in the collec- 
tion of theſe rents, are not the officers of the court, nor is 
the diſtreſs by virtue of any proceſs therefrom ; ſo, attach- 
ments iſſue againſt ſheriffs for replevying ſeizures of exciſe- 
able goods (a). Sic Quer. See Bunb. rep. 14 and 89. 

Yet, if in the firſt mentioned inſtances there was an un- 
conſtitutional, or improper extenſion of that power of at- 
taching, with which courts of juſtice are neceſſarily en- 
truſted, for enforcing that reſpect to them whilſt they are 


(a) But by a late act, 14 & 15 Geo. 3. they cannot be executed without leave 
from the court of Exchequer, unleſs the goods be firſt acquitted by due courſe of 
o- 9 | | 
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adminiſtring juſtice, and obedience to their orders, without 
which, it could not be adminiſtered; it would then be 
better that the unqueſtionably conſtitutional method by 
indictment ſhould ſtill be purſued, although ſome incon- 
venience and loſs may happen to be the reſult ;-and in 
truth, the diſuſe of this proceeding for ſuch a number of 


years, as it has been, is, it cannot but be admitted, of no 


ſmall weight againſt a haſty revival thereof ; however, if 
ſome expedient be not deviſed, the revenue, for the reaſons 
aforeſaid, will be more and more injured every day. 

At the ſame time it is to be wiſhed, that when any 


groundleſs, wanton ſeizure, ſhall appear to have been made 


by any officer of the revenue, on any proſecution there- 
fore againſt him, he ſhould himſelf defray the expences 
thereof, and eſpecially, if he ſhall appear to have miſin- 
formed the commiſſioners as to the facts, which ſhould be 
fully ſet forth in their reports on the. memorials or peti- 


tions of complaints of ſeizures, when referred to the officers 


who made them, and there to be preſerved with the ſeizing 
notes by the proper officer, that it may afterwards appear 
whether what they have reported, be or be not ſupported 
on the trial. Beſides, the uſe it would be of to counſel in 
framing the informations for offences, or ſeizures on any 
of the revenue laws. Wis 
There is yet another matter wherein the Revenue of 
this kingdom ſuffers not a little loſs in the collection thereof, 
and that is in the want of Conſtables, where, by law they 
are to give their aſſiſtance therein: there are not only great 
neglects of appointing them, where they are to be ap- 
pointed, but the police, in regard to this neceſſary, and I 
may ſay, very important officer (for ſo he was held to be 
in the antient law of England, and is ſtill ſo there) is in 
this kingdom moſt extremely defective, as is unluckily alſo 
the caſe with a much higher one, a juſtice of the peace ; 
whereas, were it otherwiſe, there would not be occaſion 
for the military to attend (as is now the practice from ne- 
ceſſity here, to the eternal diſgrace of our police) on the 
execution of almoſt every proceſs of juſtice. In England, 
when any heinous crime 1s committed, the pity of the 
people is for the injured, ang the univerſal cry is againſt 
| the 
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the offender ; and, inſtead of ſcreening him, or oppoſing 
the miniſters of the law in the execution of their duty (I 


- do not ſpeak of public tumults, to which every country is 


ſubject) all will aſſiſt to bring him to juſtice, wiſely conſi- 
dering, that on fuch exertion only, the certain ſafety of the 
whole depends. But how thoſe matters are with us, I 
need not tire my readers with relating; the papers of each 


day proclaim it. 


Wherefore a conſtable in England is, for the reaſons I 
have mentioned, a reſpectable officer; whereas the mobs 
ſo treat him here, wherever they ſee/him, that no perſon of 
ulſion, be procured to- 
undertake the office : and yet our laws are ſufficient as 
theirs; but had we the wiſeſt that ever human genius 
framed, without a ſteady execution thereof, we ſhould yet 
be, as though we had none. | | 

But then, it is a matter hardly known, through many 
parts of this kingdom, that conſtables are on certain oc- 
caſions obliged, under certain penalties for neglect or re- 
fuſal, to attend the officers of the Revenue in the execution 
of their duty; it is therefore, much to be wiſhed, (as I 
have before mentioned) that every law on the obſervance 
of which, any ſpecial advantage is to ariſe to the publick, 


or on the breach of which, any penalty or forfeiture is to 


be incurred, ſhould be promulgated as notoriouſly as poſſible 
the.inſtant it 1s paſſed, and afterwards, twice in the year at' 
every allizes-town in the kingdom during the ſittings there, 
or in the Dublin Gazette, once in every quarter, or both; 
the benefits which might thence ariſe, eſpecially to the re- 
venue, might more than ten-fold pay the expences thereof. 
It is hoped, a national Bank will be eſtabliſhed here this 
ſeſſion. In ſeveral letters in one of the public papers about 
a year ago, I ſuggeſted every reaſon for the promoting 


thereof, which, from the fulleſt conſideration of the matter 


in every reſpect, and conferrence with thoſe beft ſkilted 
therein, I was capable of collecting, and ſhall only add, 
that it is now on all hands allowed, to be a principal ex- 
pedient for reſcuing this, at preſent, much diſtreſſed king- 
dom from an abſolute bankruptcy, which, and the reſto- 


ration of its credit, demand the exertion of every ability of 
: . every 
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every man who wiſhes well to his country, and which a 
properly ordered national bank, on a large and ſtable bottom, 
ſo as to be a ſecurity to the world, alone can effect; and the 
more the freedom of our trade ſhall be encreaſed, the more 


this meaſure will become neceſſary ; but were there none 


other reaſon than this to be urged, that of all the many 
banks (public as they are called) which have been here 
within this preſent century (the preſent ones excepted) 
there were but two or three at moſt (as I have alſo heard) 
that did not fail, involving with them the bankruptcy alſo of 
many wealthy merchants ; the loſs, from time to time, of 
ſeveral millions of money to an infant kingdom as to its 
commerce and trade, and the abſolute beggary and ruin of 
many worthy families, it muſt be to every rational mem- 
ber in the community fully ſufficient: and then, as if its 
fate had been predeſtined, the preſent bankrupt law was 
deviſed, to give, as it were, any little remnant that may 
be of the bankrupt's effects to all the ravenous harpies, 
which in various ſhapes it has created; for, however ſuit- 
ably the Engliſh bankrupt law, from which ours was taken, 
may be adapted to the circumſtances and fituation of that 
wealthy people, there are not objects for it in this kingdom, 
nor is there ſufficient guard or proviſion therein againſt the 
frauds and other abuſes which the arts and ſtratagems of 
the pinching poverty here, have contrived to ruin wretched 
creditors ; but more eſpecially of all, on that moſt injuri- 
rious clauſe in our law, which is not in theirs, whereby the 
common ſecurity of this kingdom in judgments by confeffion, 
or nil dicit may be, (as it has already been in ſeveral in- 
ſtances) to all intents and purpoſes, defeated ; as, if the 
perſon againſt whom the judgment is obtained, hath been 
ever concerned in drawing and re-drawing bills of exchange, 
or for the purpoſe of defrauding, hath been a dealer in any 
mercantile or trading buſineſs, the unfortunate creditor, 
whoſe whole fortune, it may be, was lent on this ſecurity, 
and who looked upon it to be beyond the power of others 


to 
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to prejudice, is to be thrown into one claſs with every in- 
ferior claim, fraudulent perhaps, or fictitious, and to get, it 
may be, a few ſhillings in the pound, and this after a great 
length of time and infinite labour, if he and his family 
are not reſcued by famiſhing :---ſo that a lender hereafter, 
inſtead of ſearching offices of record for any prior judgment 
incumbrances, muſt enquire of every bank, and  money- 
dealing houſe in England and Ireland, if the borrower 


ſhall have dealt as aforeſaid. 


And yet the private acts which had been here before, 
were not leſs, if not more injurious, as againſt the truſtees 
therein, the immediate ſummary redreſs, which on the 
bankrupt act can be obtained from the court of Chance- 
ry, on any miſbehaviour of the bankrupt, commiſſioners, 
or aſſignees, on a - petition only, and motion thereon for 
the purpoſe, could not have been on any of the private 
acts: the tedious and expenſive proceſs of an Equity uit, 
being the only method for relief thereon, one caſe of which 
has been depending now for fifty years and more, and 
others dropped for ever, the parties ſeeking relief having 


been wearied out with the delay and expence. Buſineſs, 


even where it is paid for, is too often but little attended 
to here, how much leſs ſo muſt it then moſt likely be, where 
the friends-cheſen aſſignees of the bankrupt (which is at leaſt 
four times in five the caſe) are not by law intitled to any 
thing for their time and trouble from the fund, whatever 
they may get by their ingenious ſavings for the bankrupt, 
who perhaps moſt inſolently rides in his carriage, and 


fareth ſumptuoufly every day, whilſt ſeveral of his wretched 


creditors (ſome of whom, have loſt their reaſon, cr died in 
deſpair) can hardly get a ſingle ſhilling of their purloined 
property to purchaſe a loaf for their daily famiſhing fa- 
milies. This may perhaps be thought by ſome a digreſſion, 
but it materially relates to trade; with which, all muſt al- 
low, the revenue here, of .

And to conclude, I did hope, nay, I flattered myſelf, that 
after all the productions I have given to the publick, (by 
which, although honoured with its approbation, ſo far 
from being a gainer, it has been very confiderably otherwiſe, as 
I have more than once before declared) I ſhould after hav- 
ing been at great expence in advertizing for months, have 
had three times the number of ſubſcribers I have to this labo- 
rious attempt, which, if it has any degree of merit, muſt, as I 
have ſaid before, be of infinite advantage to the merchant, 
tradeſman, huſbandman, member of the law, and revenue of- 
ficer of every rank ; and yet, this neglect I could with pa- 
tience have endured ; but the anſwers I received from ſome 
to whom I applied, and where I could not have expected 
them, were ſufficient to make a man of the leaſt degree 
of ſpirit for ever ſick of publiſhing ; however, the very fa- 
vourable manner in which my applications were complied 
with by ſeveral whoſe names do honour to my labours, has 
made me ample amends,

LL offences or breaches of any clauſe or article in the 

act of cuſtoms, are to be tried in the court of Exche- 
quer ; but offences or breaches of any clauſe or article in 
the Exciſe act, if in the diſtrict of Dublin, are to be tried 
by commiſſioners not exceeding five in number, by whom 
the Exciſe office 1s to be governed, but of this number three 
or more may act on this, as on moſt other occaſions re- 
lating to the Exciſe, if in any other diſtrict by ſub-com- 
miſſioners appointed for the purpoſe. See Fleming's ſtat. 
p. 17, 19. and they have juriſdiction by ſeveral other ſta- 


tutes. 


The regiſter of the ſeizures in Dublin is to ſend all notes

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When goods are claimed, the information may be laid or 
dated, either on any day ſubſequent to the day of ſeizure, 
but prior to, or on the day the goods were claimed ; and 
the time of ſeizure mentioned in the information is to be 
expreſſed to be between ſome day prior to, or on the date 
of the ſeizing note, and the day of exhibiting the informa- 
tion. 


Where the goods ſeized are claimed, and upon hearing, 
judgment 1s awarded againſt the claimant, he has by ſtat.

If goods ſeized be claimed within the twenty-one days, 
and afterwards diſclaimed, the information for the ſame, 
with the claim, diſclaim and judgment thereon, are to be 
forthwith entered by the clerk of the informations in his 
book for that purpoſe.

If the claimant does not appear after being three times 
called on proof of his being properly ſerved with the ſum- 
mons, the commiſſioners will proceed to hear the cauſe. 


The ſummons ought regularly to be ſerved eight days be- 
fore the day of trial, incluſive of the day of ſervice, accord- 
ing to the rule on trials in the courts of law, on notice 
thereof by 1% prius in the country. or county of the city of 
Dublin. 


If the information be for harbourin g and concealing 
goods, after it is read, the information and judgment for ſale 
of the goods are to be read, and before judgment is given,

If any perſon produced as a witneſs be ſuſpected to be 
intereſted in the event of the cauſe, he may be examined 
on the voire dire, which is, that he ſhall, on his oath, ſpeak 
the truth, whether be ſhall get or loſe by the matter in con- 
troverſy, and if it appears that he is unconcerned, his 
teſtimony 1s allowed, otherwiſe not---and the oath 1s thus : 


* You ſhall true anſwer make to all ſuch queſtions as

And yet ex neceſſitate rei the informer, or ſeizing officer is 
on all theſe. trials admitted as an evidence, as they are in 
the courts above, but how his being intereſted may at- 
fect the credibility, is for the conſideration of the court, or 
the jury on the circumſtances, and eſpecially if any other 
evidence, either poſitive or circumftantial, might have been 
procured to ſtrengthen his fingle evidence. * 


But a claimant cannot in any cafe be admitted as a wit- 
neſs, as he ſwears in his own juſtification and to exculpate 
himſelf. 


And where any writing is produced in evidence, it is firſt 


to be proved, then read and laid up carefully by the clerk 
of the informations to be ſent with the tranſmiſs in caſe of 


an appeal. |

able to the ſtatute 14 & 15 Car. 2. c. 9. it was determined, 
that the beſt proof muſt be made that the nature of the caſe 
will admit of, of the loſs or capture of the veſſel ; that if 


the maſter or any of the mariners cannot be had to prove

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the matter, it muſt appear fo, and that all endeavours 
had been uſed for the purpoſe; that if inſurance has been 
received, it will be a ſtrong circumſtance; that it muſt alſo 
appear that the perſon Who applies for the new entry is a 
merchant, as alſo that he was a born denizen of Ireland, or 
ſome other of his Majeſty's dominions, which latter was 
not formerly the caſe, as appeared from many precedents 
produced ; and that the goods were loſt, without the know- 
lege, privity, conſent or concurrence of the examinant : 
and the court ſaid, that the admitting of an examination, in 
the way of a mere affidavit only, (for fo it is, and fo the courſe 
has been for many years) was a great indalgence, as ſtrictly 
ſpegking, the facts ſhould be proved (as 1s preſcribed by 
the act) before the Lord Treaſurer of Ireland, or the 
Lord Chief Baron of the Exchequer. 


And on another motion alſo for a new entry on behalf 
of John Digby, merchant, of Cork, it was objected by the 
counſel for the crown, that his examination was very de- 
fective ; for that it appeared thereby, that at the time the 
Cuſtom outward was paid, he was in partnerſhip with one 
Harmer Delahoyde, who had not made any athdavit, and 
whoſe name was a foreign one; but beſides, the ſaid Dela- 
hoyde might alſo apply to the court for a like new entry, and 
thereby the Cuſtom be allowed twice for the fame goods;
